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MERRIMACK COUNTY DELEGATION 
Records of 1958 


Concord, N. H., February 26, 1958 


A special meeting of the Merrimack County Delega- 
tion assembled at the Court House for the purpose of 
amending the 1958 budget which was adopted on April 
29, 1957. Chairman Gay presiding. 

On roll call there were 32 representatives and 2 dele- 
gates present. 

Mr. Bunten suggested that the Commissioners explain 
to the delegation the reason for an increase in the 1958 
budget. Mr. McIntosh, for the Commission, gave in de- 
tail a very understandable reason: Increase in wages, 
additional welfare costs, new equipment at the Farm, in- 
cluding an Oxygen Tent. This last item is for emergency 
purposes and will do away with taking patients to the 
Concord Hospital as has been done in the past. Drive- 
way at the Court House and a deficit in the 1957 budget. 

On motion of Mr. Bunten, seconded by Mr. Comi, the 
1958 budget was revised upward by a unanimous vote: 
deficit in the 1957 budget, $17,671.00; additional cost at 
the Farm, $21,483.00; driveway at Court House, 
$4,000.00; new equipment, $100.00. Total, $43,614.00. 

Mr. Gibson moved that the Merrimack County Delega- 
tion adopt the one year idea in place of the two year 
meeting as in the past, starting in 1959. Motion sec- 
onded. The vote was unanimous. 

On motion of Mrs. Davis, duly seconded, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

Resolved: That the vote of the County Delegation 
taken on June 27, 1957, concerning the land transfer be- 
tween the City of Concord and the County of Merrimack 
in and to Doyen Park and County property on the south- 
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erly side of Court Street be amended as follows, by add- 
ing thereto the following new paragraph: 

Tract No. 2: All the right, title or interest of Said 
County of Merrimack in and to those premises situated 
westerly of the City of Concord-County of Merrimack 
boundary line in that tract of land known as Doyen Park 
and/or Court House lot, in said county, said line being 
established by the deed of the City of Concord to the 
County of Merrimack dated this day and presently to 
be recorded, provided, however, that said City of Con- 
cord shall use said land for public purposes only. 

Said resolution as formerly passed being changed in 
no other respects. 

Adjourned at 3:05 o’clock P. M.

Members present: Chairman Bunten, Leonard, Tur- 
ner, Sargent, Davis, Woodbury, Mullaire, Gay and 
Phelps. All County Commissioners also present. 

Commissioner McIntosh, for the Commissioners, re- 
ported that the road at the Court House had been com- 
pleted and that space for parking cars would be mapped 
out by the Concord Police. Ten bidding forms were 
sent out for the above repairs, only four were returned. 

Money deposited in the Valley Trust Company Bank, 
for some of the people at the Home, briefly discussed. 

Expenses of the County for the past six months were 
explained in a very understandable manner. A few 
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items in the budget were running a little higher than 
anticipated. 

Superintendent at the Home reported that produce at 
the Farm was very encouraging, apple crop in line for 
a good season, vegetables doing well, potatoes planted, 
eight acres, three more than usual. Charcoal processed 
at the Farm not moving very fast. A small amount of 
lumber from the Farm, has been sold. Prices for food 
at the Home is on the increase. All available rooms at 
the Home are occupied. Welfare cases are on the in- 
crease. 

Donations or Memorials for the County Institutions 
were discussed in detail. To clarify the situation the 
following vote was passed: 

That the Executive Committee of the Merrimack 
County Delegation instruct the County Commissioners to 
accept any donations or memorials for the County Institu- 
tions only if approved by the Superintendent and Matron. 
Such gifts to be used by them at their discretion and for 
the good of the Institution. 

They are further instructed that all plans for Institu- 
tion functions and entertainments must be approved by 
the Superintendent and Matron.

Gentlemen: 


Nineteen hundred and fifty-eight has been a year of 
progress at the Merrimack County Nursing Home and 
Hospital, Farm, House of Correction and Jail. 

The two Nursing Stations have been relocated so that 
the corridors may be under supervision at all times. 
These changes give the Hospital section additional space 
for three more beds and a much needed Nurses’ Lounge. 
The Chapel and many rooms have been redecorated, in- 
cluding the Staff Dining Room. Two electrically heated 
Food Conveyors were added, making the food service in 
the Hospital more efficient. The purchase of a Suction 
Machine and Oxygen Therapy Unit have been added to 
the comfort of the patients. Also, an Oxygen Unit for 
our Ambulance Service is at hand. 

The Nursing Staff now have the opportunity to receive 
instructions once a week in the latest technique in Nurs- 
ing Care. 

Under the sponsorship of the Spaulding Charitable 
Trust Fund, Mrs. William Wickham, a trained Occupa- 
tional Therapist, with volunteers, come to the Institution 
every Wednesday to work with the Residents. There 
has been an excellent response to this program. 

On September 7, the Joseph G. Colby Memorial Room 
was dedicated. This room was made possible through 
the contributions of friends and relatives of the late 
Joseph Colby, Commissioner of Merrimack County. A 
splendid room, equipped with the latest Hospital furnish- 
ings. 

We had a successful year on the Farm. The hay, en- 
silage corn, apple orchard and gardens produced well 
under the supervision of Oliver Hastings. 

I wish to express my appreciation to Paul Fenton, 
County Agricultural Agent; Wilbur Thompson, County 
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Forester and the Department of Agriculture, University 
of New Hampshire, for the advice and cooperation given 
in helping to make our Farm Program a success. 

Many improvements have been made at the House of 
Correction and Jail. The large Dining Room, Reception 
Room and Basement have been completely refinished. 
All the concrete floors have been repainted. In Septem- 
ber, Douglas S. Parsons was appointed Jailer. Mr. Par- 
sons, with his past experience in police work, is doing 
an efficient job. 

Cafeteria Service has been instituted for the better 
improved food service in the House of Correction. 

During the year, the Residents of the Nursing Home 
enjoyed several trips — a visit to Canobie Lake, Hop- 
kinton Fair, picnics, etc. A number of dances, movies, 
including a Christmas Party by the Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club, under the direction of Miss 
Bessie Gray. Many thanks to the Concord Lions Club 
for equipping the Hospital Unit with individual Bed 
Lamps. We wish to thank the Catholic and Protestant 
Churches for the Spiritual help and guidance; the Salva- 
tion Army, Merchants, Clubs, Individuals, for the many 
gifts and magazines donated to the Residents. 

We appreciate the splendid cooperation of our Staff, 
also Doctor McLeod for his professional interest in the 
Nursing Home and Hospital Residents. Again, we thank 
the Commissioners for their most able advice and co- 
operation extended to us at all times.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


The following paragraphs list the number of cases 
handled by the office of the County Attorney during the 
period January 1, 1958 through December 31, 1958. 
This list itemizes each particular offense and the number 
of offenses in each category.

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In addition to the 289 cases handled, the office of the 
County Attorney handled or participated in the inves- 
tigation of at least an equal number of cases, such as 
untimely deaths, autopsies, and other matters which 
were not brought to prosecution. 

Although the number of cases handled by the Attorney 
during 1958 shows an increase of 43 cases over 1957, in 
most categories of offenses, the number of crimes de- 
creased. Significant increases occurred in forgeries, 
larcenies, and breaking, entering and larceny offenses. 
Thirty-six cases within the 43 case increase occurred as 
a result of the recent bank closing in Penacook. Most 
all other crimes showed significant decreases. 

As predicted, 1957 was indeed the calm before the 
storm in money matters. The summer months of June, 
July, August and September, 1958 were, I believe, the 
worst in County history. Eighty per cent of the forgeries, 
larcenies (including by check) and breaking, entering 
and larceny cases were committed during these months. 
In addition to the number of these cases handled by the 
Attorney, the Police Departments handled at least an 
equal number of cases which were disposed of in Muni- 
cipal Courts. The tremendous increase in forgeries over 
1957 (from 5 to 44) is still unexplained. During these 
months money was tight. There was considerable un- 
employment. Perhaps that is the explanation. 

Offenses against morality significantly decreased. This 
fact is noted with great pleasure. These particular cases 
have long been of great concern to law enforcement 
officers not only because they are difficult to handle but 
because they leave such a lasting impression upon those 
concerned. 

Non-support cases by warrants decreased, but the use 
of Reciprocal Support Petitions increased. The Support 
of Dependents Act and the Reciprocal Support Petitions 
are excellent pieces of legislation. Responding states are 
now creating orders of support on our Petitions in far 
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less time than before, and we are doing the same on 
their Petitions. 

Although the Attorney handled less Driving Under the 
Influence cases in 1958 than in 1957 in Superior Court, 
a substantial increase in these cases have been handled 
by the Police Departments in the Municipal Courts. 
Fewer appeals to the Superior Court have been taken, 
and it would appear that the recently amended legisla- 
tion in such cases is well correcting the situation. 

The juvenile problem seems to have been less a prob- 
lem during 1958 than in 1957. Cases handled by the 
Attorney decreased from 11 to 8. This would indicate 
that less serious offenses were committed by juveniles 
during the period of this report. However, the Attorney 
participates in juvenile matters only when serious 
offenses have been committed or the matter has been 
certified to the Superior Court. 

Nineteen hundred and fifty-eight cannot be classified 
as an average year. The summer months created not an 
enviable record. Nineteen hundred and fifty-eight saw 
Merrimack County plagued with safe breaks, which 
breaks are not a part of this report as apprehension of 
the criminals was not made until 1959. However, the 
decrease in the majority of offenses does create an en- 
viable record. 

The Attorney would like to acknowledge the assistance 
rendered in his behalf by the Office of Clyde R. Parker, 
Sheriff, the New Hampshire State Police, and the various 
City and Town Police Departments, all of whom should 
be congratulated for a job well-done.
